JFK Gives Congress 
Reinforced Proposal 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy 
appealed to a divided 
Congress today to reinforce the 
Negro’s right to vote and to at­ 
tend desegregated schools in a 
nation where he said “ the cruel 
disease of discrimination s t i l l 
exists nearly everywhere. 
For the first time, in a special 
m essage, Kennedy outlined a :pe- 
cific civil rights program to Con­ 
gress. In addition to legislation di­ 
rected at the ballot and the school 
house, he asked for an extension 
of the life of the Civil Rights 
Commission, with expanded du­ 
ties. 
“ The program outlined in this 
m essage,” Kennedy said, “ should 
not provide the occasion for sec­ 
tional bitterness.” 
Yet White House officials told 
reporters they recognize the built­ 
in possibilities of a filibuster by 
Southerners in a Senate which 
has just rejected a bid to camp 
down on filibustering. They said, 
though, that the 
program 
was 
tailored in realistic style that it 
ought to be passed, and there is 
a good -hance it will. 
In the century since Lincoln’s 
Emancipation 
Proclamation, the 
President’s m essage said, slavery 
has vanished but progress for the 
Negro has been blocked and de 
layed too often. 
Kennedy credited his adminis­ 
tration with a sparkling two-year 
record on civil rights. But he said 
a broad national effort still is 
needed, an effort embracing state 
and 
local governments, private 
citizens 
and 
organizations, 
and 
the congressional machinery. 
His requests for legisation are 
expected to be submitted within 
IO days or so as three separate 
bills. 
They fall into these classifica­ 
tions: 
I. Education. 
The main request here was that 
Congress authorize a program to 
provide 
federal 
know-how 
and 
money to push desegregation in

schools 
in 
communities 
which need 
and seek financial 
help.

Macmillan said last month that 
if Britain decides to buy the most 
advanced Polaris missile—a 2,880 
mile range weapon—for its subs 
it will pay an additional 5 per cent 
of the production price as a share 
of development costs. 
However, he said that Britain 
would be able to buy the existing 
shorter range Polaris missiles at 
production prices without any con 
tribution to the $2 billion already 
spent by the United States in re­ 
search and development. 
The negotiations have been mov­ 
ing ahead against a background of 
growing political controversy in 
Britain over the question of build­ 
ing a costly fleet of Polaris subs 
u> operate under the Union Jack. 
It has been estimated four sub­ 
marines would cost the British

Ohio House 
OKs College 
Regents Plan 


Battle Is Resolved 
On Almost Purely 
Party Line Vote 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The 
Ohio House has approved creation 
of a board of regents to draft a 
higher-education plan for the state 
and control operations of the six 
state universities. 
The battle, resolved on almost 
a purely party line vote, occu­ 
pied about two hours Wednesday. 
Republicans favored the bill back­ 
ed by the GOP Rhodes admin­ 
istration, and Democrats, with the 
exception of Rep. Charles Mooney 
of 
Cleveland, 
opposed 
it. 
The 
House sent the measure to the 
Senate by an 88-44 vote. 
Meanwhile, the Senate was com­ 
pleting 
Ohio’s ratification of a 
U.S. constitutional amendment to 
outlaw poll taxes in connection 
with presidential and congression­ 
al elections. The Senate vote was 
unanimous. Ohio thus becomes the 
loth state to ratify the amendment. 
Key bills received by the House 
would: 
Abolish the Department of High­ 
way Safety created by the legis 
lature a decade ago. 
Appropriate $350,000 to repair 
the leaky roof of the Statehouse 
rotunda and make other repairs 
at the State Capitol. 
House Education Chairman Rob­ 
ert Longsworth, 
R-Carroll, 
said 
the bill setting up the board of 
regents comes at a time when po­ 
tential applications for college ad­ 
missions are building up to a peak. 
He predicted that by 1970 some 
340,000 prospective college stud­ 
ents will be clamoring at the gates

Peking - Moscow Meeting Expected 
To Study Painful Split in Red Front

Premier 
Khrushchev’s 
latest 
pronouncements in the intermina­ 
ble dialogue with Red Chin; may 
mean a Peking-Moscow meeting 
to explore the painful split in the 
world Communist front. 
This does not meal the rift is 
closing but rather that Khrush­ 
chev is anxious to remove the war 
of words from public view and 
t< ke it backstage. 
In his attempt to accomplish 
this, Khrushchev has applied the 
soft answer to turn away Red 
Chinese wrath. 
Only hours after Peking had 
lashed him violently demanding 
an apology for nis attitude in the 
quarrel over how world commu 
nism should be advanced, Khrush 
chev replied with notable mild- 


He reminded the Red Chinese— 
and those who side with Peking— 


that only Moscow is strong enough 
to go to their aid should they be 
in danger. He said he would be 
willing to go to the aid of any 
Communist country attacked by 
“ the 
imperialists.” 
But 
he 
thoughtfully singled out by name 
Cuba, 
Red 
China, 
N ,rth 
Viet 
Nam, North Korea and East Ger­ 
many. 
The Communist parties of North 
Viet Nam and North Korea side 
with Peking in the quarrel. They 
support the Red Chinese conten­ 
tion that Khrushchev fears paper 
tigers and thus sacrifices oppor­ 
tunities for communism to ad­ 
vance swiftly, particuarly in the 
backward areas of Latin America, 
Asia, Africa and the Middle East. 
East 
Germany’s 
Communist 
leadership 
has 
been 
nagging 
Khrushchev on the issue of West 
Berlin, which he virtually prom­ 
ised four years ago to deliver to 


them. And Cuba, of course, was 
included in this blanket pledge of 
Soviet protection for a specific 
purpose. 
Vhe Red Chinese claim Khrush­ 
chev showed the white feather last 
October by agreeing to withdraw 
Soviet missiles from Cuba after 
the Kennedy blockade showdown. 
Patiently Khrushchev repeated 
in his speech to a Kremlin elec­ 
tion rally Wednesday that he did 
what he did to “ arrest the on­ 
coming avalanche of thermonu­ 
clear war.” He said he had def­ 
initely not “ left heroic Cuba at 
the mercy of the big sharks of 
American imperialism.” He as­ 
sured Cuba of Soviet support in 
any “ hour of need.” 
Still 
speaking 
softly, 
Khrush­ 
chev cautioned his critics in the 
Red world that communism’s en­ 
emies are using and exaggerating 
their quarrel. He expressed con­ 
fidence that the Communist par­ 


ties would find a way to patch 
up their differences. 
Peking belligerently says It is 
ready for a private meeting to 
talk things over Peking wants a 
backdown from Khrushchev, an 
admission that he has been wrong 
and has been an arrant “ revision­ 
ist” all along. The Communist 
Chinese will not get any such 
thing. 
Mao Tze-tung has had a meet­ 
ing 
with the Soviet ambassador 
in Peking. Sitting in on the meet­ 
ing were other high-ranking Chi­ 
nese Reds, including Wu Hsiu- 
ohuan, 
the 
Central 
Committee 
member who was subjected to 
boos and catcalls in the East Ber­ 
lin meeting of world Communists 
in January. 
It seems reasonable to conclude 
that they were talking about ar­ 
rangements for a high-level Krem- 
lin-Peking meeting and the terms 
for it.

Krouse Issued a statement after 
hearing of his dismissal, saying he 
intends to file suit against the col­ 
lege for reinstatement “ to pre­ 
serve my interests as a student 
and my rights as a citizen.”

Bipartisanship 
has

re­ 
served for programs, such as for­ 
eign aid, where the executive felt 
he needed every vote Fe could 
scrape up in Congress to put over 
proposals that lacked political ap­ 
peal among the voters. 
But when it came to such deci­ 
sions as those of former President 
Harry S. Truman to send Ameri­ 
can fighting men to Korea, Con­ 
gress learned of the decision only 
after it was made. 
Similarly, the present disturb­ 
ance stems in 
significant part 
from (I) President Kennedy’s re­

U.S. Diplomat Denies 
Russia Says It Plans 
To Keep Garrison 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)—One So­ 
viet ship carrying a small number 
of troops has left Cuba under the 
new Soviet promise to pull several 
thousand out of Cuba by March 15. 
Reporting this today, officials 
said four other ships are known 
to be on the way to Cuba. These 
have a potential capacity to haul 
away eight or nine thousand So­ 
viet soldiers. 
Presumably the one ship known 
to have sailed is the luxury liner 
Baltika, reported Feb. 21 to have 
set out with a then undetermined 
number aboard. 
Times news service report that 
the Russians had ntified the Unit­ 
ed States that a force would be 
left on the island, Asst. Secretary 
of State Robert Manning said: 
“ We have received no such no­ 
tification. Nor have we drawn any 
such inference from any communi­ 
cation or conversation with them.” 
The Times story said the notice 
frm Moscow was interpreted in 
Washington as meaning a pull-out 
of up to 7,000 men. leaving about 
10,000. 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly Do­ 
brynin told Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk on Feb. 18 that the 
Russians would remove several 
thousand troops from Cuba by 
March 15. Shortly afterward Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency Director 
John A. McCone told a congres­ 
sional committee that four ships 
were en route to Cuba. Officials 
then understood substantial troop 
removals would begin early this 
week. The removals did not occur 
in any substantial numbers.

Lausche said that because the 
law is unclear “ Communist sub­ 
versives or agitators may freely 
move back and forth across our 
borders.” 
In his speech prepared for de­ 
livery in the Senate, Lausche said 
the Supreme Court threw the pass­ 
port situation into turmoil in 1958 
when it held the State Department 
could not, in the absence of ex­ 
pressed l e g a l authority withhold 
a passport on the ground that an 
applicant refused to s i g n a non­ 
communist oath. 
The decision, he said, indicated 
a denial could be made only if 
the applicant is not a citizen, is 
a member of a Communist org­ 
anization under a final order to 
register by the Subversive Activ­ 
ities Control Board or is engaging 
in criminal conduct.

Eisenhower proposed legislation to 
give the State Department com­ 
plete discretion to issue or with­ 
hold passports from Communists 
or Communist sympathizers said 
Lausche. He added: 
“ President Eisenhower stated at 
that time that every day that 
passed without the legislation he 
proposed left the country in great 
peril.”

mass of 
arctic 
air, 
fanned by northerly winds, spread 
into the northern Midwest today.

temperatures

moderating in much of the eastern 
third of the nation after Wednes­ 
day’s severe cold from Maine to 
northern Florida. Readings were 
15 to 25 degrees higher from the 
lower Mississippi Valley north­ 
eastward through Tennessee and 
the Ohio Valley into the middle 
and northern Atlantic region. 
It was still dully in the South­ 
east but temperatures were much 
higher than 24 hours "^artier in 
most areas. The cold air dipped 
southward into northern Florida. 
Readings were mostly in the 30 or 
upper 20s inckbdiog 28 in Talla­ 
hassee, Fla. 
As the fresh batch of frigid cold 
moved across the Canadian border 
into the northern Midwest, the 
mercury dropped below zero in 
many areas. It was -15 in Pellston, 
Mich.; -9 in Marquette, Mich.; -8 
in International Falls, Minn., and 
-7 in Eau Claire, Wis. 
The cold air was expected to 
cover most of the north central 
region and northern sections of the 
Ohio Valley by tonight and Friday 
morning. 
In New England, the only sub­ 
zero cold readings were in north­ 
ern Maine, including -6 in Milli­ 
nocket and -3 in Caribou. 
A belt of light snow extended 
from Lower Michigan eastward 
through western Pennsylvania and 
western New York 
Amounts of 
three inches in a six-hour period 
were reported in Cleveland a n d 
Akron, Ohio. Another narrow band 
of light snow dampened areas 
from western Nebraska into west­ 
ern Illinois.

NAGOYA, Japan (AP) — Ishi- 
matsu Yoshida won a 50-year bat­ 
tle today to clear himself of a 
murder conviction. The 83-year-old 
Japanese said he could now die 
in peace. 
A three-man higher court in 
Nagoya, central Japan, acquitted 
the feeble old man of a 1913 mur­ 
der for which he was sentenced 
to death. His sentence was com­ 
muted to life imprisonment and 
he served 21 years; 
Barely abe to walk, Yoshida 
shuffled into court supported by 
two attendants. He had told his 
lawyers that be would stand up 
and shout “Banzai” (long live) if 
acquitted. But when the verdict 
came, all be could do was nod his 
head. 
Yoshida was convicted of mur­ 
dering a silk merchant in Nagoya 
and robbing him (rf the equivalent 
of 50 cents. A 32-year-old farmer 
at the time, Yoshida was convict­ 
ed on the evidence of two men 
who said they were his accom­ 
plices. 
Released from prison (Mi an am­ 
nesty, Yoshida tracked down one 
of the pair who had testified 
against him and got from him a 
written apology saying he had lied 
in his testimony. 
Beginning in 1935, Yoshida pe­ 
titioned five times for a retrial. 
The authorities invariably reject­ 
ed his petition. 
His persistence finaly won the 
attention of the Japan Civil Liber­ 
ties Union and the bar association. 
Their support got the old man the 
retrial. 
Presiding Judge Toichi Koba- 
zashi, in reversing the original 
sentence, 
agreed 
Yoshida 
had 
been convicted on perjured evi­ 
dence. The court’s ruling entitles 
him to between 200 and 400 yen 
a day for each day in prison after 
his conviction, or in his case a 
maximum of $8,750.

Already two dark substances hav e been 
successful in ice-melting ex periments —* 
carbo n dust and o rdinary black sand. All

them in zig -zag patterns alo ng riv ers to 
help fo rm early spring channels, and ev en­ 
ly o n larg er ice surfaces.

Prev en tiv e medicin e is defin ed 
as that practice by the phy sician 
which will show a patien t the way 
to better, 
healthier liv in g, 
an d 
which will detect the ex isten ce of 
disease at the earliest possible 
time, so that treatmen t will be 
more effectiv e, less costly ,an d less 
agen izin g. 
The basis of prev en tiv e med­ 
icin e is 
the periodic health ex ­ 
amin ation . 
The trou ble, I believ e, lies in 
the fact 
that somehow doctors 
hav e failed to 
impress modem 
man with the i d e a that the body 
machin e n eeds to be 
hu sban ded 
with ju st as mu ch care an d pride 
as a machin e that can alway s be 
replaced. Let me describe, for in ­ 
stan ce, a scen e that 
is 
perhaps 
familiar to ev ery on e. 
It’s Su n day morn in g 
an d the 
place is the parkin g spot in fron t of 
Mr. Joe Goodgu y ’s home. Joe is 
ou t there carefu lly washin g down 
his car.

Dust Opposes Nature 


One of those scientists from the Cana­ 
dian National Research Council says sum­ 
mer resorts could open up small lakes and 
rivers for late spring swimming and boat­ 
ing activities by the use of dust. He 
claims that all one has to do to get ice to 
melt quickly under the rays of the spring 
sun is to spread a thin layer of dust, or 
any dark material, over a frozen water 
area scraped clear of snow. 
Already two dark substances have been 
successful in ice-melting experiments — 
carbon dust and ordinary black sand. All 
one needs to do is spread one or both of 
them in zig-zag patterns along rivers to 
help form early spring channels, and even­ 
ly on larger ice surfaces. 


This is an interesting discovery. It isn’t 
difficult to imagine all sorts of things ris­ 
ing out of it. Planes spraying sand on 
lakes, for instance. Or practical jokers 
spreading carbon dust at a discreet dis­ 
tance around an ice fisherman’s hut and 
watching it sail away on a floe. And a 
wind coming up and blowing all the dust 
off an ice area scraped clear of snow. 
All this is beside the point, however. 
What is needed along with the dust is 
something that will heat the water to 
make it suitable for swimmers who aren’t 
members of polar bear clubs. Until that 
is found, nature should be allowed to con­ 
tinue to melt the ice in its own tiresome 
way.

That is why the United 
States has taken many measures 
to boost the total of U.S. exports 
on one hand and to discourage 
the outflow of dollars on the oth­ 
er. The measures have fallen 
short of their goal. 
The deficit last year was $2.2 
billion—that many more dollars 
leaving this shore to pay Tor im­ 
ports, foreign aid, military aid 
overseas, and investments there 
than came back for exports and 
other dollar winners. The 1962 
deficit was an improvement over 
the $2.4 billion the previous year 
and the $4 billion one of 1960.

Dumb Like a Fox 


Whether there will be s new la­ 
bor crisis in steel this coming 
Spring is a question. But as the 
leaders of the United Steelworkers 
union mull over their chances for 
wringing new concessions from 
the steel companies, they must be 
reflecting on a queer irony: Roger 
Blough, who was a scorned and 
derided f i g u r e last year when 
he was forced to back down on the 
matter of a price rise, now looms 
up as a farsighted man. He has 
made it tough for the steel union 
to make out a p l a u s i b l e case 
for any hefty increases in wages 
or benefits for 1963. 
Even Mr. Blough’s conservative 
friends were guilty of kicking him 
a year ago after President Ken­ 
nedy had told him off. They talked 
pityingly a b o u t his “blunder” 
in public relations, his poor sense 
of “timing.” “Roger Blah of U. S. 
Putty” was the phrase that Wil­ 
liam Buckley's conservative Na­ 
tional Review pinned on him for 
alleged pusillanimity in failing to 
stand up in the face of Kennedy’* 
withering blast. 
It seemed to cross nobody's 
mind during the furore and hulla­ 
baloo that maybe Mr. Blough, in 
establishing the point that the 
steel industry needed profits 
in 
order to keep its plant up to snuff 
was putting his company and his 
industry in a good bargaining posi­ 
tion for f u t u r e crises in labor 
relations. My own impression of 
Roger Blough, gained from past 
journalistic encounters with him, 
is that he is a c u t i e , a “phony 


hick” 
in 
the description which 
Arthur Krock once applied to a 
writer who pretended to a wide­ 
eyed innocence in order to lure 
people into boastful confession. 
Not so long ago I went to see 
Mr. Blough on an Assignment: I 
was supposed to find out what the 
United States Steel Corporation 
was doing to combat the workings 
of Parkinson’s Law of bureaucra­ 
tic “e m p i r e building” as 
it 
applied to ambitious department 
heads in the steel business. I got 
no good answers to my questions 
for the very good reason that Mr. 
Blough had no intention of admitt­ 
ing that there was 
any depart­ 
mental featherbedding in U. S. 
Steel to counteract. Mr. Blough 
was a shrewd man, all right; be­ 
fore the interview was over he was 
trying to niterest me in a story 
about the inequities of Minnesota 
State tax law as it a p p l i e d to 
the mining of iron ore on the Me- 
sabi Range. 
Since Mr. Blough knows his own 
industry, he could not have been 
really sanguine last April that a 
price rise could have been made 
to stock for very long. No business 
that is operating a good deal short 
of capacity will refuse to shade its 
prices in order to attract custom­ 
ers. 
When 
machinery 
is 
standing 
idle, the stated — or “administer­ 
ed” — price is one thing, and the 
actual price at the moment of deal­ 
ing is another. Mr. Blough is just 
as much aware of this rule of com­ 
petition as any man alive. 
So the scheduled steel prices

would probably have been broken 
even if President Kennedy had 
kept a civil tongue in his head. 
Nevertheless, the gesture on the 
part of U. S. Steel, Bethlehem and 
other companies was worth the 
making. In the first place, it suc­ 
ceeded in calling wide attention 
to the fact that industry must find 
some valid method of financing 
the modernization of decrepit man­ 
ufacturing facilities. Once he had 
turned thumbs down on higher 
steel prices, President Kennedy 
could hardly refuse to listen to the 
corporations’ plea for a more len­ 
ient depreciation policy, and some 
ultimate relief from the 52 per­ 
cent tax on corporate profits. 
Beyond this, Mr. Blough accom­ 
plished another thing: he put the 
United Steelworkers union in a bad 
position to ask for a big wage in­ 
crease this year or next. Should 
the Kennedy Administration seem 
about to sanction a general wage 
increase in steel for 1963 or 1964, 
it would certainly be assailed with 
loud cries of 
favoritism. 
When 
Kennedy refused to countenance rn 
rise in steel prices, he based his 
decision on a general stand against 
inflation. He can hardly shift his 
ground this year without risking 
tile charge of inconsistency, men­ 
tal dishonesty, and craven truckl­ 
ing to the labor vote. And it is 
no less a person that Roger Blough 
who has managed to tie the Presi­ 
dent’s hands. 
A yokel, this Roger 
Blough? 
Would that you and I could be so 
clever. 


Daily Television Schedule

A regular checkup once a year 
is your best health insurance but 
once-in-awhile is better than not 
at all. 
Unfortunately, however, lack of 
complete understanding of the per­ 
iodic h e a l t h checkup s t i l l 
prevents most persons from cash­ 
ing in on what is perhaps the 
most precious offering in the vast 
treasury of medical p r a c t i c e 
— the very real regards of pre­ 
ventive medicine. 
Preventive medicine is defined 
as that practice by the physician 
which will show a patient the way 
to better, healthier living, 
and 
which will detect the existence of 
disease at the earliest possible 
time, so that treatment will be 
more effective, less costly,and less 
agonizing. 
The basis of preventive med­ 
icine is 
the periodic health ex­ 
amination. 
The trouble, I believe, lies in 
the fact that somehow doctors 
have failed to 
impress modem 
man with the i d e a that the body 
machine needs to be husbanded 
with just as much care and pride 
as a machine that can always be 
replaced. Let me describe, for in­ 
stance, a scene that 
is 
perhaps 
familiar to everyone. 
It’s Sunday morning and the 
place is the parking spot in front of 
Mr. Joe Goodguy’s home. Joe is 
out there carefully washing down 
his car. Then he carefully dries it. 
Then he rubs a little wax on here 
and there; just a few spots. Good 
thing I caught those spots early, 
says Joe to himself. Might have 
ended up with some ugly rust. 
This ol’ buggy’s got to last an­ 
other couple of years. 
Without realizing it, Joe Good­ 
b y , of whom there are millions 
equally proud and alert, has just 
practiced preventive medicine on 
his auto 
But how about himself? His wife? 


Are they n o t p r e c i o u s to 
each other, to the children? Is not 
health a 
possession 
worthy 
of 
care and pride? Won’t you feel 
just as pleased to know, perhaps, 
that the doctor spotted a few po­ 
tential rust spots and now that 
you know about it you will be sure 
to keep the ol’ body machine in 
the medical 
“garage,’’where 
it 
belongs, under a doctor’s care? 
I am aware that there is a basic 
flaw in the analogy between the 
family car and the body machine. 
Preventive maintenance on a car 
is relatively simple. 
But preventive medicine on the 
body machine is 
more difficult. 
You may be feeling perfectly fit. 
Nothing seems wrong with you so 
why go? What’s the point in using 
all that time and effort and money 
just to hear the medical prac 
titioner tell you what you know al­ 
ready! Besides, you do h a v e 
common sense. You do go to the 
doctor at the first sign of some­ 
thing wrong. So why go through a 
lot of ritual that you don’t under­ 
stand and that may be an econom­ 
ic luxury. 
I know It is not enough to appeal 
to common s e n s e alone. But on 
the basis of nearly two 
genera­ 
tions of personal experience I can 
assure you that even the person 
who is feeling quite well can col­ 
lect an ample reward for follow-

WASHINGTON (AP)—The La­ 
bor Department predicts the sup­ 
ply of labor available to agricul­ 
ture in 1963 will be as large if 
not larger than in 1962. 
The department said it does not 
expect much movement of work­ 
ers from farm to non-farm jobs. 
“While 1963 is expected to be 
•a good year for business, the out­ 
look is not bright enough to sug­ 
gest much movement of workers 
from farms,” a report said. “The 
level af spending by business, 
consumers and government may 
rise about 2 or 3 per cent over 
the 1962 level, but this is not ex­ 
pected to create enough new jobs 
to accommodate the growth of 
the labor force. 
“Of particular importance to 
farmers is the rapid growth of 
the teen-age labor force. It has 
increased at the rate of 167,000 
per year in recent years. Teen­ 
agers are more likely to take 
farm jobs than aduts.” 
The department also predicted 
a further shift this year of opera 
tors of small marginal farms to 
the farm wage force.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ohio’s 24 
House members employ a total of 
153 persons in their office who 
drew a total of $103,537 in salaries 
for January. 
Figures released by the House 
Disbursing 
Office 
showed Rep. 
William H. Ayres, R, Akron, with 
the highest payroll of $4,667 for 
eight employes. 
Rep. Wayne L. Hays, D, Flush­ 
ing, and Rep. Charles A. Mosher, 
R, Oberlin, had more employes— 
nine each—but lower total pay­ 
rolls—$4,265 and $4203 respective­ 
ly. 
House members are entitled to 
a certain number of employes 
based on the population of their 
districts up to a maximum of IO 
employes. 
Other payrolls for Ohio congres­ 
sional offices include:

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — After 
prodding 
by Congress

press, the U.S. Information Agen­ 
cy has finally stripped the secrecy 
labels from some of its polls of 
public opinion in other lands. 
But any bitter taste of contro­ 
versy had been aged out (rf them. 
All are at least a year old. 
How did some of the foreign 
countries regard President Ken­ 
nedy? In January 1961 the net fa­ 
vorable opinion of those polled 
concerning Kennedy, then newly 
elected, ranged from 92 per cent 
in Lima to 34 per cent in New 
Delhi. The net opinion of Soviet 
Prem ier Khrushchev ranged from 
plus 53 per cent in New Delhi to 
minus 68 per cent in Saigon. 
All in all, newsmen were handed 
34 
studies sampling foreigners’ 
views on such subjects as Fidel 
Castro, American women, the U.S. 
library at Battamban, radio listen­ 
ing in Taiwan and you-name-it.

Atheist Mother Calls Self 
Maverick in Religious Area 


BALTIMORE (AP) — A woman 
achiest, who is fighting in the U.S. 
Supreme count against an order 
for Bible reading in Maryland 
public 
schools, charges harass­ 
ment by neighbors and says “I 
am a maverick in a religious 
area." 
The woman, Mrs. Madalyn J. 
Murray, a divorcee from Mans­ 
field, Ohio, says her 16-year-old 
son William, also an avowed athe­ 
ist, has been abused in school by 
his teachers and classmates. 
The boy a high school junior, 
even was assigned a school locker 
in the girls’ locker area, she says. 
Mrs. Murray blames school and 
neighborhood incidents on her suit 
now pending in the Supreme Court 
in Washington. 
The woman and her son have 
asked the high court to invalidate 
a Maryand school order requir­ 
ing the reading of a passage from 
the Old Testament and recitation 
of the Lord’s Prayer as part of 
opening exercises. They seek to 
have the 55-year-old order of the 
Maryland School Board ruled un­ 
constitutional. 
She contended that because her 
son skipped opening exercises he 
was 
harassed 
and 
abused 
in 
school. 
She said the boy was assigned 


4 5 hours of extra homework a 
week for seven weeks, purportedly 
to make up the 19 days he missed 
while absent from school. Mrs. 
Murray said her son also had been 
prevented 
from 
attending 
all 
school assembles, gym class, 
the cafeteria, tim library period 
and outdoor recess periods. 
She also maintained that the boy 
had been “systematically prevent 
ed from speaking with other stu 
dents . . . to isolate and separate 
him phycholog i c a 1 1 y as well 
as p h y s i c a l l y from his class 
mates. . . ” 
In arguments Wednesday before 
Che Supreme Court, the woman's 
lawyer urged the tribunal to main­ 
tain the “wall of separation” be­ 
tween church and state. 
His argument drew extensive 
questioning from some of the jus­ 
tices. 
Leonard J. Kerpeiman, attorney 
for Mrs. Madayn E. Murray, an 
atheist, declared prayer and Bible 
reading at school was a religious 
ceremony and that Mrs. Murray's 
son had been spat upon, assaulted 
and ostracized because he did not 
join in the religious exercise. 
Kerpelman’s reference to the 
“wall 
of separation* brought 
a 


quick response from Justice Pot­ 
ter Stewart.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—'Ifcere 
was a time, says Frederick R. 
Eckley, “when I figured I’d really 
have it made if I could earn 50 
bucks a week.” 
That was in the latter half of 
the 1930s when “Depression” still 
was a household word. 
Eckley, at that time only re­ 
cently having completed his stud­ 
ies in economics and his varsity 
basketball playing at Ohio State 
University, just was starting his 
business career with New Jersey 
Bell Telephone Co. He had worked 
his way up to $28 a week. 
Today, still a young man with 
quite a future, Eckley continues to 
work for the Bell system—as the 
new president of th# Ohio Bell 
Telephone Co. 
At 47, he’s the youngest of the 
presidents of American Telephone 
and 
Telegraph 
Co.’s 
principal 
telephone subsidiaries. He’s still 
a 185-pounder—his college weight 
—and stands 6 feet, 2 Vi inches. 
He’s also on the verge of be­ 
coming a grandfather. Hie oldest 
of his two daughters, wife of an 
Army Airborne lieutenant, expects 
her first child about June. The 
other daughter is a junior in high 
school in Cleveland, where Eek 
ley has his office and the family 
lives in the Pepper Pike suburb 
near Shaker Heights. 
Relaxing briefly in a botel suite 
before an evening function in Co­ 
lumbus, the new Ohio Bell pres! 
dent summed up his first three 
months in the job by commenting: 
“I’ve been getting around a lot, 
meeting people. I won’t remember 
all the names, but I’ll remember 
the faces. You can’t find out 
what’s going on in the company 
by sitting in your office. Your 
people won’t lie to you, but they’re 
inclined to tell you what you want 
to hear.’’ 
Before his 
election by Ohio

His parents live in Columbus, aa 
does his brother, a stockbroker 
His wife is a Toledo girl, but 
he met her while working in New 
York. 
The company he heads had 19 
885 employes on the payroll at 
the close of 1962, and net in­ 
come the past year was about 
$58 mililon. Plans are well along 
for a record-breaking $87.7 million 
construction program this year. 
Eckley advocates moving prom 
ising young people into challeng 
ing assignments giving opportun 
ities for broad experience, to de 
ter mine those capable of moving 
up to top management positions.

Ding it has remained essentially 
the same—archaic, rusty, sluggish 
not tuned to the times. 
The U.S. Lawn Tennis Associa­ 
tion, which governs the sport in 
this country, is rent by dissension 
—the East battling the West— 
and its operations are choked by 
oversize and ineffective commit­ 
tees. The Davis Cup program 
lacks purpose. The entire organi­ 
zation is 
in need of young, 
vigorous leadership. 
One of the reasons our Davis 
Cup teams don t fare better is 
that they are the victims of inept 
committees which make decisions 
for which they have no qualifica­ 
tions. One committee selects the 
team, another picks the captain. 
The latter job usually is a political 
plum. 
Tennis is losing the battle for 
the spectator dollar because it re­ 
fuses to consider open competition 
—that is, tournaments in which 
professionals may play against 
amateurs. The latest decision of 
the USLTA is not to even discuss 
the open matter—a blind, foolish 
act on the face of it. 
These are steps which I think 
should be taken to help the game: 
1. Appointment of a strong, well­ 
paid executive director who would 
have virtual commissioner’s pow 
ers. The committees would be 
reduced to policy-making func­ 
tions. 
2. Establishment of a public 
relations office under the direc­ 
tion of the USLTA director. 
3. Replacement of the old guard 
on the committees with young, 
bright men of tennis experience 
such as Vie Seixas, Ham Richard­ 
son, Tom Brown and Dick Savifct 
4. Adoption of open competition. 
The professionals, both touring 
and teaching variety, should be 
accepted as part of the game. 
5. Change of the Davis Cup 
from strictly amateur to open 
competition to make it truly repre­ 
sentative cf world tennis suprem­ 
e r . 
6. Continuation of the youth 
development program without 
misplacing emphasis. Our pri­ 
mary goal should be to recapture 
our place as the No. I tennis na­ 
tion in the world.

Elk Herd Causes 
Federal Problem 


YELLOWSTONE 
NATIONAL 
PARK, Wyo. (AP)—Possibly no 
population explosion anywhere has 
stirred such concentrated contro­ 
versy as that which has been 
occurring in a remote valley in 
the extreme northwest corner of 
Wyoming. 
There, in a section of Yellow­ 
stone National Park, range the 
5,000 animals in the northern 
Yellowstone elk herd—unaware of 
the problems they are creating for 
themselves, other wildlife and hu­ 
mans hundreds of miles away. 
Far 30 years the increasing elk 
herd bas been a source of irrita­ 
tion to the National Park Service, 
states surrounding the wilderness 
park and thousands of spoilsmen. 
The dispute is over how to con­ 
trol the size of the herd and keep 
it to line with what the park 
service thinks is desirable for the 
animals’ wellbeing, the preserva 
lion of natural forage and the 
enjoyment of tourists who swarm 
through the park. 
The issue reached a bitter cli 
max last winter when 5,000 elk 
were slaughtered in their winter 
feeding grounds. New outcries 
followed an announcement that 
this winter’s required reduction of 
1,800 head had been completed. 
The reduction included shooting of 
400 elk by park rangers. 
Now, the air has been allowed 
to dear somewhat and observers 
feel a solution is closer than at 
any time in the past three years 
when the heavy reduction pro­ 
gram began. 
But as Wyoming Gov. Cliff 
Hansen says, much still needs to 
be done before there is really any 
understanding between the Nation­ 
al Park Service which runs the

park, and the surrounding states 
and various sportsmen’s groups 
Montana Gov. Tim Babcock said 
be hopes this winter marks the 
end of elk shooting inside Yellow 
stone.
